Newly freed Suu Kyi 
calls for 'non-violent 
revolution'

YANGON, Myanmar (AFP) - 
Newly freed democracy icon 
Aung San Suu Kyi yesterday 
called for a "non-violent revo¬ 
lution" in Myanmar as she 
knuckled down to the task of 
rebuilding her weakened oppo¬ 
sition movement. 

Speaking at her party head¬ 
quarters in Yangon, where she 
met senior regional members 
for the first time in years, she 
told the BBC she was sure 
democracy would eventually 
come to her country, although 
she did not know when. 

"I think we also have to try 
to make this thing happen... 
Velvet revolution sounds a lit¬ 
tle strange in the context of the 
military, but a non-violent re¬ 
volution. Let's put it that way," 
the 65-year-old said. 


Suu Kyi was freed from 
house arrest on Saturday, less 
than a week after a controver¬ 
sial election that cemented the 
junta's decades-long grip on 
power but was widely criti¬ 
cised by democracy activists 
and Western leaders as a sham. 

The Nobel Peace Prize win¬ 
ner, who has been locked up by 
Myanmar's regime for 15 of 
the past 21 years, gave her first 
political speech in seven years 
on Sunday, appealing to thou¬ 
sands of her jubilant supporters 
for unity. 

She said in her latest inter¬ 
view, published on the BBC 
website, that she would take 
any opportunity for talks with 
the ruling military junta, which 
she wanted to change rather 
than for it to fall. 

"I don't want to see the mil¬ 
itary falling. I want to see the 
military rising to dignified 
heights of professionalism and 
true patriotism," she said. 

"I think it's quite obvious 
what the people want; the peo¬ 
ple just want better lives based 
on security and on freedom." 

A spokesman for her Na¬ 
tional League for Democracy 
(NLD) said he did not know 
whether a letter would be sent 
to junta leader Than Shwe to 
request a meeting. 

Suu Kyi has had only li¬ 
mited contact with the outside 
world for most of the past two 
decades, but the telephone line 
at her crumbling lakeside man¬ 
sion will be restored "soon", an 
unidentified Myanmar official 
told AFP.

CANCUN, Mexico (AFP) - A 
strong explosion that killed 
five Canadian tourists and two 
Mexicans at a luxury beach re¬ 
sort appeared to have been 
caused by compacted gas from 
a nearby swamp, authorities 
said yesterday. 

Nine of 18 people hurt in 
Sunday’s blast in the Grand 
Riviera Princess hotel in Playa 
del Carmen, south of Cancun, 
were released from hospital 
yesterday. 

First investigations sug¬ 
gested that ”an accumulation 
of gas caused by the decompo¬ 
sition of organic material” un¬ 
derneath the lobby was behind 
the explosion, which blew out 
windows, said Francisco Alor, 
attorney general of the south¬ 
eastern Quintana Roo state, on 
Milenio television. 

The damaged area of the 
hotel had been built four years 
ago on top of swampy area, 
Alor said, ruling out that the

explosion could have been an 
attack. 

The five deceased Canadian 
tourists included three men, 
one woman and a nine-year-old 
boy. The Mexicans killed were 
a tourist guide and the hotel’s 
security director, Alor said. 

Hotel guest Jeff Zimmer¬ 
man told CBC television that 
the explosion opened a hole in 
the floor of the hotel lobby 
area, creating a huge crater. 

Collapsed ceiling panels 
were surrounded by rubble in 
pictures from the site. 

’’Canadian officials in Ot¬ 
tawa and in Mexico continue 
to monitor the impact of the 
explosion and remain in close 
contact with Mexican authori¬ 
ties,” Canadian Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Lawrence Cannon said in a 
statement late Sunday. 

Playa del Carmen is about 
90 kilometers (56 miles) south 
of the major resort center of 
Cancun, the Maya Riviera. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Violent protests flared 
in northern Haiti yesterday 
against UN peacekeepers, 
leaving several people hurt, as 
residents demonstrated over a 
spreading cholera epidemic, 
officials and witnesses said. 

The protests erupted in the 
northern city of Cap Haitien, 
some 274 kilometers (169 
miles) north of the capital, 
where around 100 people have 
died in the cholera outbreak in 
recent days. 

’’People with bullet wounds 
have been taken to the Jus- 
tinien hospital in the city. I 
don't know exactly how many 
people have been injured or 
how badly they are hurt,” said 
Yves Jasmin, regional director 
of the Haitian health ministry. 

"The situation is very diffi¬ 
cult, and there is a lot of vio¬ 
lence in the city. I am blocked 
in the city, and I can't get to the 
hospital, he added. 

A local journalist said thou¬ 
sands of people had demon¬ 
strated "against the UN mis¬ 
sion on the spot and the gov¬ 
ernment's slowness in dealing 
with the spread of cholera in 
this town.” 

"The blue helmets fired tear 
gas, and we know that there 
were people hurt, but we don't 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
At least 13 rebels were killed 
yeterday when Colombia's air 
force bombed a remote 
FARC encampment near the 
border with Ecuador, military 
officials said.

The demonstrators had 
come from several regions to 
call for UN peacekeepers to 
leave the Caribbean nation, ac¬ 
cusing the government of 
"leaving the population to die.” 

Local radio correspondents 
in Cap Haitien said that about 
10 people have been hurt in 
yesterday's protests. 

Schools were closed in Cap 
Haitien yeterday as parents 
were refusing to send their 
children to class, fearing they 
may get sick. 

Most of the deaths from the 
cholera epidemic have been in 
northern Haiti, with the disease 
not yet widespread in the cap¬ 
ital of Port-au-Prince, badly 
damaged in a January quake 
which killed 250,000 people 
and left 1.3 homeless.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — Geert Wilders has de¬ 
cided not to expel MP Eric 
Lucassen from the party, de¬ 
spite his criminal convictions, 
the PVV leader said in a state¬ 
ment yesterday afternoon.

The statement did not 
give any details about the two 
fines.

US-Colomian 
open skies 
pact “to boost 
tourism” 


A recently signed open skies 
agreement between Colom¬ 
bia and the United States will 
lead to an increase in Ameri¬ 
can tourists, the president of 
Colombia's tourism and ex¬ 
ports promotion agency said 
Sunday. 

According to a Proexport 
press release, the deal "reaf¬ 
firms Colombia's strategic 
position for investors" and 
will increase the international 
tourist flow. 

The tourism and invest¬ 
ment promoter said that 24% 
of visitors to Colombia are 
from the U.S., adding that 
from January to August this 
year, the number of visitors 
from the U.S. grew 7.3% 
compared to the same period 
last year. 

When the open skies 
agreement takes effect in Jan¬ 
uary 2013, this number of 
visitors will be stimulated to 
grow even more, Proexport 
director Maria Claudia La- 
couture said in the press re¬ 
lease. 

Following an improved 
security situation in Colom¬ 
bia's cities and tourist spots in 
the first decade of this cen¬ 
tury, the country has seen a 
steady growth in tourism. 

Proexport announced the 
open skies pact only days 
after the U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment warned that "terrorist 
activity" still poses a threat to 
tourists.

US researchers explain how 
cats lap liquids with elegance 



WASHINGTON(AFP) - US 
researchers on Thursday un¬ 
veiled the secret of how cats 
lap water or milk with such 
elegance, a phenomenon that 
happens so fast it cannot be 
followed by human eyes. 

Cats are among the many 
species that, unlike humans, 
cannot close their mouths and 
create suction. 

With help from from high¬ 
speed video taken of a felines 
lapping liquid, researchers at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT) and 
Princeton University found 
that household cats and larger 
felines like tigers balance 
gravity and inertia as they 
imbibe liquids. 

Scientists already knew 
that when cats insert their 
tongue into a bowl of liquid, 
the top surface of the tongue 
touches the liquid first, then 
the tip curves like a letter J to 
form a sort of ladle. 

This was first observed by 

Facebook launches 

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Facebook launched a next- 
generation online messaging 
service on Monday that in¬ 
cludes facebook.com email 
addresses. 

Facebook founder Mark 
Zuckerberg unveiled what he 
called a ’’convergent” modem 


an MIT engineer, who filmed 
a cat lapping liquid in 1940. 

However by studying the 
images researchers have now 
determined that there is no 
ladling effect, but instead the 
cat’s tongue darts in and out 
so quickly that the action 
forms a column of liquid. 

’’Cats, unlike dogs, aren't 
dipping their tongues into the 
liquid like ladles after all," 
read a statement from the 
MIT Department of Civil and 
Environmental Engineering. 

Instead, the smooth tip of 
cat's tongue "barely bmshes 
the surface of the liquid be¬ 
fore the cat rapidly draws its 
tongue back up. 

"As it does so, a column of 
milk forms between the mov¬ 
ing tongue and the liquid's 
surface. The cat then closes 
its mouth, pinching off the 
top of the column for a nice 
drink, while keeping its chin 
dry." 

The liquid column "is cre¬ 


ated by a delicate balance be¬ 
tween gravity, which pulls 
the liquid back to the bowl, 
and inertia, which in physics, 
refers to the tendency of the 
liquid or any matter, to con¬ 
tinue moving in a direction 
unless another force inter¬ 
feres." 

The cat "instinctively 
knows just how quickly to 
lap in order to balance these 
two forces, and just when to 
close its mouth. If it waits an¬ 
other fraction of a second, the 
force of gravity will overtake 
inertia, causing the column to 
break, the liquid to fall back 
into the bowl, and the cat's 
tongue to come up empty." 

Cats average about four 
laps per second, with each lap 
bringing in about 0.1 milli¬ 
liters of liquid, the re¬ 
searchers said, adding that 
larger felines lap at a slower 
pace.

Study: injured monkeys 
grow new spinal cord 
nerves 


Some patients with spinal 
cord injuries later experience 
a substantial recovery of 
movement, and a new study 
in monkeys may explain why 
this is. The findings may lead 
to better ways to treat pa¬ 
tients with spinal cord in¬ 
jures. 

The researchers found cer¬ 
tain nerve fibers that were not 
damaged when the spinal cord 
was injured spontaneously 
grew, or sprouted, and com¬ 
pensated for the severed con¬ 
nections, allowing the 
monkeys to gain back much 
sensation and movement. 

This type of repair likely 
occurs only in cases of mild 
spinal cord injury - severe 
cases result in more perma¬ 
nent paralysis. However, the 
researchers said the findings 
might still have implications 
for those with more serious 
spinal injuries. 

"If we can understand how 
this growth is naturally oc¬ 
curring, how this compensa¬ 
tory sprouting is naturally 
occurring, then we can poten¬ 
tially develop new treatments 
to elicit the same growth, or 
enhance the same growth in 
humans" with severe spinal 
cord injuries, said study re¬ 
searcher Ephron Rosenzweig 
of the Department of Neuro¬ 
sciences at the University of 
California, San Diego. 

The study was published 
today (Nov. 14) in the journal 
Nature Neuroscience. 

Injury and rehabilitation 

The corticospinal tract is a 
bundle of nerve fibers that 
connects the brain's cortex 
with the spinal cord. These 


nerve fibers are critical for 
fine movements, such as 
hand manipulation, Rosen¬ 
zweig said, and are very re¬ 
sistant to re-growth after an 
inury. 

In the study, Rosenzweig 
and his colleagues made pre¬ 
cise cuts to the spinal cords of 
14 rhesus monkeys, severing 
only connections on the right 
side of their corticospinal 
tract. The monkeys lost the 
ability to make fine move¬ 
ments with their right hands. 

The animals then under¬ 
went rehabilitation exercises, 
and the researchers tested 
their ability to retrieve food 
rewards from a platform. 

After 24 weeks, the mon¬ 
keys showed substantial re¬ 
covery of their hand motor 
function. On autopsy, those 
who had the greatest recovery 
in their ability to move their 
right hands also had the great¬ 
est growth of nerve fibers 
within the corticospinal tract 
that had been spared during 
the initial injury. 

This growth was able to 
restore 60 percent of the orig¬ 
inal spinal cord connections, 
the researchers said. 

"I think it's incredibly im¬ 
portant work," said Jason 
Carmel, of the Columbia 
College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, who has re¬ 
searched spinal cord injury 
recovery in rats and was not 
involved in the new study. 
The fact that the study 
demonstrates a change not 
only in the spinal cord 
anatomy, but also in the mon¬ 
key's behavior is exciting, he 
said.

Europe to knock down 
barriers for disabled 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - The 
one in six Europeans with a 
disability should be able to 
cross EU borders carrying a 
single card offering bloc¬ 
wide entitlements from next 
year, the European Commis¬ 
sion said Monday. 

A disabled parking card 
from one country, for exam¬ 
ple, would work in another, 
according to a plan to create 
a barrier-free Europe for the 
80 million people with dis¬ 
abilities announced in Brus¬ 
sels. 

’’This figure is likely to go 
up as the European popula¬ 
tion ages in the next 20 years 
or so,” said commission 


spokesman Matthew New¬ 
man. 

Along with mutual 
recognition of national dis¬ 
ability cards, the 27-nation 
bloc will seek by 2015 com¬ 
mon rules and standards to 
make services accessible to 
the disabled and improve 
their lives. 

In austerity-driven Eu¬ 
rope, the measures in paral¬ 
lel are expected to have a 
knock-on effect on the econ¬ 
omy, bolstering the market 
for assisted devices and serv¬ 
ices which is currently esti¬ 
mated at more than 30 billion 
euros a year. 

”We help people and we're 
helping the economy,” New¬ 
man said. 

Deaf European parliamen¬ 
tarian Adam Kosa, a conser¬ 
vative from Hungary, said he 
welcomed the move and 
called for further efforts in 
developing the use of sign 
language and Braille as well 
as improved training to help 
people with disabilities join 
the jobs market. 


Stressful jobs may raise women’s 
heart attack risk, study finds 



Women who have tax¬ 
ing jobs with little con¬ 
trol over their busy 
days are at higher risk 
for heart attacks or the 
need for coronary by¬ 
pass surgery, new re¬ 
search suggests. 

Furthermore, worry¬ 
ing about losing one's 
job also raised the odds 
of having cardiovascu¬ 
lar disease risk factors 
such as high blood 
pressure and higher 
cholesterol levels — but not 
actual heart attacks, stroke or 
death, the researchers said. 

The study, presented Sun¬ 
day at the annual meeting of 
the American Heart Associa¬ 
tion in Chicago, breaks new 
ground for being one of the 
first to look at the effect of 
work-related stress on 
women's health. Most previ¬ 
ous studies have focused on 
men and, yes, those studies 
found that job stress upped 
males' odds for cardiovascu¬ 
lar disease, too. 

Senior author of the study 
Dr. Michelle A. Albert, an as¬ 
sociate physician at Brigham 
and Women's Hospital in 
Boston and her colleagues 


looked at more than 17,000 
female health professionals, 
with an average age of 57, 
who showed no signs of car¬ 
diovascular disease at the be¬ 
ginning of the study. 

Participants responded to 
statements about how drain¬ 
ing their job was, such as — 
"My job allows me to make a 
lot of decisions on my own” 
or "My job requires that I 
learn new things” or "My job 
requires working very fast.” 

"Job strain [involving] 
psychological demand and 
decision latitude are tied into 
the concept of skill, how you 
are allowed to be at your job, 
is your job repetitive, does it 
require you to work at a fast 
pace,” explained Albert. 


Over 10 years of 
follow-up, the re¬ 
searchers noted that 
women with high job 
strain — demanding 
jobs over which they 
had little control — 
were more likely to be 
sedentary and to have 
high cholesterol. They 
were also at almost 
double the risk for a 
heart attack and at a 43 
percent higher risk to 
undergo a bypass pro¬ 
cedure. The researchers 
found no significant link be¬ 
tween job strain and either 
stroke or risk for death. 

Women with job insecu¬ 
rity (fear of job loss) were not 
more likely to have a heart at¬ 
tack or other event, but they 
were more likely to have sev¬ 
eral risk factors for cardio¬ 
vascular problems, including 
physical inactivity, high cho¬ 
lesterol, hypertension or dia¬ 
betes. They were also more 
likely to weigh more. 

When it came to health, 
how demanding a job was 
seemed to trump how free 
women were to make deci¬ 
sions or to use their creativ¬ 
ity.

European stocks rebound, euro wilts 



The United States must move to rein in its massive budget 
deficits or it faces the risk of a bond market crisis, former 
Federal Reserve chairperson Alan Greenspan said on Sunday. 
“We’ve got to resolve this issue before it gets forced upon us,” 
Greenspan said of the ballooning US debt levels.

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
European share prices re¬ 
bounded yesterday on positive 
US retail sales data after losing 
ground on fears for the finan¬ 
cial health of the eurozone, 
which sent the euro tumbling 
against the dollar. 

Markets were riveted on 
Ireland, which said it was in 
contact with international part¬ 
ners while insisting it had not 
sought a financial rescue pack¬ 
age to help it pay its debts. 

The fate of two other finan¬ 
cially strapped eurozone states, 
Greece and Portugal, also 
weighed on sentiment. 

Greece warned that its pub¬ 
lic deficit this year would 
likely come to 9.4 percent of 
output, rather than the 8.1 per¬ 
cent target it had agreed to 
meet in order to secure an 
IMF-EU bailout in May. 

The Portuguese finance 
minister, Fernando Teixeira 
dos Santos, said his country 
was at a high risk of needing a 
rescue due to the danger of 
contagion from other debt-hit 
euro nations. 

Adding to the turmoil and 
uncertainty, the European 
Union's executive commission 
said Ireland's difficulties could 
indeed have an impact on the 
financial stability of the euro 
area as a whole. 

In such an atmosphere, Eu¬ 


ropean stock exchanges were 
under pressure until mid-after¬ 
noon when data showed US re¬ 
tail sales rose a far better than 
expected 1.2 percent in Octo¬ 
ber. 

The London FTSE 100 
index added 0.41 percent to 
close at 5,820.41 points while 
in Paris the CAC 40 gained 
0.86 percent to 3,864.24 points. 
In Frankfurt, the DAX added 
0.82 percent at 6,790.17 points. 

Elsewhere there were gains 
of 0.79 percent in Milan, 1.20 
percent in Madrid, 0.89 per¬ 
cent on the Swiss Market 
Index and 0.68 percent in Am¬ 
sterdam. 

"The good figure concer¬ 
ning retail sales in the United 
States made gains possible and 
it was also thought that anxiety 
surrounding the debt of certain 
European countries has proba¬ 
bly been exaggerated," said 
Arnaud de Champvallier of 
Turgot Asset Ma- nagement. 

US stocks advanced on the 
retail sales data. 

The blue-chip Dow Jones 
Industrial Average was up 0.41 
percent at 11,238.29 points 
while the tech-rich Nasdaq 
gained 0.11 percent to 2,521.09. 

"All in all, the retail sales 
report is another key data point 
that suggests the US economy 
is on a growth path that holds 
potential to produce some pos- 


GM to launch massive stock 
offering Thursday 


GM will re-enter the stock 
market after it was forced into 
a state-backed bankruptcy re¬ 
organization in June 2009, re¬ 
ducing the government's stake 
and continuing the company's 
rehabilitation. 

Banks "will set the (stock) 
price on Wednesday and trad¬ 
ing will start on Thursday," the 
person said on condition of 
anonymity. 

GM announced the initial 
public offering (IPO) on No¬ 
vember 3, an offer worth as 
much as 15 billion dollars if a 
high-demand clause is acti¬ 
vated. 

The offering will consist of 
365 million shares of common 
stock, with an estimated price 
range of 26 dollars to 29 dol¬ 
lars per share. GM will also 
issue 60 million preferred 


shares at 50 dollars per share. 

Nationalized during the fi¬ 
nancial crisis, GM is currently 
60.8 percent owned by the US 
federal government, while the 
Canadian government owns 
11.7 percent of the capital and 
the United Auto Workers union 
holds a 19.93 percent stake in¬ 
cluding warrants. 

The US government's share 
is expected to fall to 43.26 per¬ 
cent after the sale, according to 
research firm Dealogic. 

Last week, GM posted a 
two-billion-dollar third-quarter 
profit after years of painful 
cuts, a major revamp of its 
product portfolio and a slow- 
but-steady recovery by the 
auto industry from the worst 
downturn in decades.

seem to be worried that Ire¬ 
land’s problems could spill 
over into the rest of the (euro¬ 
zone's weaker) econo- mies." 

Asian stocks were mixed 
earlier yesterday as eye-catch¬ 
ing growth data helped Tokyo 
shrug off worries about the eu¬ 
rozone. 

Tokyo's Nikkei index ended 
the day up 1.06 percent but 
Sydney lost 0.10 percent and 
Hong Kong dropped 0.81 per¬ 
cent. 

Shanghai rebounded 0.97 
percent, after slumping a dra¬ 
matic 5.16 percent on Friday, 
its biggest one-day fall in 14 
months. 

Tokyo was boosted by data 
showing Japan's economy 
grew by 3.9 percent in the 
July-September period from a 
year before, while the dollar's 
stronger performance against 
the yen gave the all-important 
export sector a lift.

French cuisine eyes UNESCO 
heritage spot 



French cuisine 


PARIS, France (AFP) - When 
it comes to meal time, the 
French do it differently. That is 
the argument being put to UN¬ 
ESCO as it decides this week 
whether French cuisine de¬ 
serves a spot on its intangible 
heritage list. 

"The gastronomic meal of 
the French” is seen as a strong 
contender as the UN agency 
meets in Nairobi from Monday 
to Friday to consider new sub¬ 
missions for the list, set up in 
2003 to safeguard cultural tra¬ 
ditions, rituals and crafts. 

France's submission to the 
list — where it would join the 
Royal Ballet of Cambodia and 
Mexico's Day of the Dead fes¬ 
tival — centers around the ri¬ 
tual of the festive meal in a 
country where food is a key 
part of social life. 

How wines are paired with 
dishes, how the table is 
dressed, the precise placing of 
glasses, for water, red and 
white wine, knife blade point¬ 
ing in and fork tines down, are 


all seen as part of the rite. 

Drawing up the menu — 
which often involves several 
people — is also key, with 
some families even printing up 
a copy for their guests. 

Once seated, the French 
continue to talk endlessly 
about food, about recipes and 
memorable meals past and 
present. 

And then there are the ela¬ 
borate menus themselves, from 
aperitif to amuse-bouches, 
starter, one or two main dishes, 
cheese and dessert, rounded 
off with "mignardises” — little 
nibbles of nougat, chocolates 
or candied fruits. 

With of course coffee to 
finish... 

"A meal is an experimental 
laboratory for a food culture, it 
brings together all of its quirks 
and customs,” said Annick Vin 


of the French heritage and gas¬ 
tronomy mission (MFPCA) in 
charge of submitting the case. 

In July, an experts' commit¬ 
tee consulted by UNESCO 
came out in favour of the 
French bid, which would, if 
approved become the first gas¬ 
tronomic culture on the UN 
list. 


France is vying for the ho¬ 
nour against a quartet of coun¬ 
tries — Spain, Italy, Greece and 
Morocco — who jointly sub¬ 
mitted the "Mediterranean 
diet”; and Mexico, which is de¬ 
fending its maize-based food 
traditions. 

Praised for its impact on 
cardiac and vascular health, 
the mainstays of the Mediter¬ 
ranean diet are olive oil, fish, 
grains, fruit, nuts and vegeta¬ 
bles, usually with a modest 
amount of red wine. Meat and 
dairy play a minor role. 

For academics at the Euro¬ 
pean food culture institute in 
Tours, central France, who first 
launched the UNESCO idea, it 
is a way to boost the place of 
gastronomy in French society. 

President Nicolas Sarkozy 
has championed the French 
candidacy, but the food profes¬ 


sion in France is divided — un¬ 
convinced that their food cul¬ 
ture is in danger, and as such 
needs protecting. 

"It's not about setting things 
in stone,” argues back Pierre 
Sanner, head of the MFPCA. 

But his colleague Vin notes 
that meal times are getting in¬ 
exorably shorter in France. 

"We need to transmit and 
educate children if we don't 
want our food culture to be 
standardised,” Vin argues. 

Songs, dances and tradi¬ 
tional know-how from 31 
countries are up for considera¬ 
tion at the UNESCO meet, 
with 51 submissions ranging 
from Spanish Flamenco, to 
China's traditional art of 
Peking opera. 

Four are being considered 
for a special list on intangible 
cultural heritage "in need of ur¬ 
gent safeguarding” — three of 
which are from China. 

They are the leak-proof par¬ 
titions of Chinese junks, 
Meshrep — a traditional gath¬ 
ering held by the Muslim 
Uighurs of China's mountai¬ 
nous northwest — and the tech¬ 
nique of printing with wooden 
movable type. 

The fourth is the Ojkanje 
singing tradition of Croatia. 

The remaining 47 submis¬ 
sions are up for a spot on the 
main UNESCO intangible cul¬ 
tural heritage list, which cur¬ 
rently features 166 customs, 
practices and traditions from 
77 countries. 

Croatian gingerbread, the 
Azerbaijani carpet and the an¬ 
nual livestock market in 
Houtem Jaarmarkt in Belgium 
are among contenders for a 
spot. 

And 11 countries from 
around the world — Belgium, 
the Czech Republic, France, 
Mongolia, Morocco, Qatar, 
Saudi Arabia, South Korea, 
Spain, Syria and the United 
Arab Emirates — are jointly de¬ 
fending the art of falconry.
